Dwight F. Putman, former 
pastor of Christ Lutheran church 
and president of the Central Penn­ 
sylvania synod of the United Lu­ 
theran Church in America, told the 
graduating class of Gettysburg col- 
lege, ‘’our generation must make up 
its mind as to who is its God,” Sun­ 
day morning at the college bac­ 
calaureate in the Eddie Plank Me­ 
morial gymnasium. 
Dr. Putman continued. “It (our 
generation* is asked to make up its 
mind about a number of items of 
present concern but most of these 
are of a secondary character. . . . 
But basic to all these is our decision 
abot^t God. His place in our world. 
•*!, would say to you all, and to 
myself, if we would speak the honest 
word about our present world it is 
that we have lost God out of the 
life of it. and have taken over in our 
own power,” Dr. Putman stated. 
“We have stood Him around and 
literally made a beggar of Him be­ 
fore the threshold of our own lives. 
“We need God more now than 
during the war,” Dr. Putman em­ 
phasized. “Even with all our vaunt­ 
ed training to look life in the face 
and search out its truth, we are 
tempted.to miss the real issues. The 
world needs to nuke up its mind 
about God.” 
Cir, Putman challenged the gradu­ 
ate* .with, “My serious question to 
you is not only what do you have 
on your mind about Him, but rather 
wha* have you in your heart about 
Him? 
••your answer to that question 
will help a world which must choose 
the Eternal or perish to know 
whether there is any hope for it 
through you.” 
The scripture lesson and prayer 
were offered by Rev. Wallace E. 
Fisher, pastor of Christ Lutheran 
church.

I have studied a great many peo­ 
ple who were nervous, full of com­ 
plaints, worry-faced, and chronic 
complainers.

It is 
a good thing to be with others and 
away from yourself when you are 
disturbed. We do our best work as 
an individual when working with 
others as a team.

I can 
understand the fascination of base­ 
ball. There is no game quite like it. 
By watching one for two or three 
hours, at least you can be assured 
that many a trouble or worry will 
have become less and many a pain 
forgotten. We are always healthiest 
and happiest when lost outside our­ 
selves. 
Walk into the reading room of a 
great library and note how intent 
each is upon reading or in the tak­ 
ing of notes.

SAY OFFICIALS 
PREVENTED RED 
SPY'S ARREST

Washington, June 6 (AP) — House 
investigators said today there are 
signs that two of the government's 
highest officials prevented the ar­ 
rest of a Soviet spy on grounds a 
diplomatic riot would result. 
It was uncertain whether or not 
the House un-American Activities 
committee 
would 
bring 
evidence 
along that line Into a hearing today 
on Russian espionage at the Bell 
Aircraft plant at Buffalo, N. Y. 
Unquestioned Loyalty 
But committee officials said they 
were ready to produce definite evi­ 
dence that a Soviet official in charge 
of wartime purchases of Bell Aira- 
cobra fighter planes tried to buy 
aviation secrets from Bell employes. 
Listed as witnesses were Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph J. Franey of Niagara 
Falls and Loren Haas of Buffalo. 
They were described as present or 
former employes of Bell whom the 
Russian attempted to recruit into a 
spy ring. 
Committee sources said they are 
persons of unquestioned loyalty and 
proved it by dealing with the Soviet 
spy while letting government agents 
know all that was going on. 
Believe Reds Tipped 
The story is that they passed 
along pieces of information that 
were phoney or of little value and 
were paid $200 for each 
weekly 
batch, plus around $60 for expenses; 
But the Russian, now supposed' to 
be back in Moscow, never was" ar­ 
rested or prosecuted. Some commit­ 
tee members would like to know 
why.

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Tomatoes On 
Best For 
Fence Yield 
Small Carden 


Careful tests hgve shown that on 
a given ground area more tomatoes 
can be grown on plants pruned to a 
single stem and tied to a stake or 
fence, than in any other way. They 
ripen earlier, too, and in many 
ways this method is best for the 
amateur 
with a small 
vegetable 
garden. 
Single 
stem 
plants 
Tn&y 
be 
spaced a foot apart- plants pruned 
to double stfvhs m*y*stanil 2l inches 
apart, while 'plaits* %hat sprawl on 
the ground require from 12% to IO 
square feet, depending on variety. 
Varieties of normal vine growth 
are the only kind that should be 
staked and pruned. So-called de­ 
terminate varieties, of which the 
stems stop growing after they reach 
a certain length, while the plant 
devotes all its energies to ripening 
the fruit which has set, should never 
be pruned, and get no benefit from 
staking, but they may be planted 
18 inches apart, and allowed to 
spread on the ground. They bear 
a good early crop, but over a short­ 
er season than the normal varieties. 
Keeping 
tomato 
plants pruned 
and tied needs constant attention. 
At the joint where each leaf grows 
on the main stein, a , blanch will 
develop, and this must be cut or 


pinched off before it is four inches 
long, otherwise 
its removal may 
weaken the plant. 
To grow a two-stem plant, select 
one branch coming from the main 
stem IO inches above the surface, 
and aflow both 
main stem and 
branch to grow. Single stem plants 
can be twisted about a supporting 
cord Two-stem plants may be tied 
with material that will not cut ar­ 
ranged in a lose loop around the 
stem, to avoid constriction. 
Tomatoes require filii sun. heavy 
feedings 
andj regular 
watering. 
When the soil is allowed to dry 
out, with fruit set, a black decay 
spot known as “blassom-end rot" 
may develop on the fruit. Watering 
during dry spells will prevent this. 
A heavy mulch of dry lawn clip­ 
pings. several inches deep, covering 
the soil will help keep the water 
supply even. Before setting out to­ 
mato plants, spade a complete plant 
food into the soil, using at least 
4 pounds for each IOO .square feet. 
When fruit begins to set, plant food 
should be applied to the soil sur­ 
face iii a circle several inches from 
the stem, but do not stir the soil 
deeply, as the roots spread widely 
near the surface and should not be 
disturbed.

The disease is first 
seen as a few scattered leaves at 
tips of branches turning black and 
dying soon after foliage appears in 
the spring. If the season is wet, the 
disease spreads rapidly and may de­ 
foliate an entire tree. Coatings of 
olive-green 
spores may be 
found 
along the veins on the under side 
of stricken leaves. New among shade 
and ornamental tree diseases, willow 
scab has already killed numerous 
specimens throughodt the East. And 
even if the tree does not die, it is 
greatly weakened by lass of spring 
foliage. Control is possible by thor­ 
ough spraying—-once with lime-sul­ 
phur just before buds open, then 


with Bordeaux mixture when the 
buds are opening and again when 
leaves are about half grown. Greater 
insurance is gained by another ap­ 
plication of Bordeaux mixture when 
most of the leaves have attained full 
size.
